BACKLASH 


Heads welcome probe into GCSE marking 


Teachers across the borough 
have welcomed news exam reg¬ 
ulators will investigate GCSE 
marking. 

Examinations and qualifica¬ 
tions regulator Ofqual an¬ 
nounced it would look into the 
GCSE results after the backlash 
over a new marking scheme 
that denied many pupils a C 
grade in English last week. 

A pass in the core exam is cru¬ 
cial for those wishing to go on to 
further education or to study A- 
levels. 

The proportion of entries 
awarded top grades has risen 
every year since GCSE exams 
were first taken in 1988 but this 
year’s national results showed a 
fall in A* to C grades for the 
first time. 

Kingston Council said the bor¬ 
ough’s results had improved for 
a sixth consecutive year, despite 
the national slump, with 71.6 
per cent of pupils getting five A* 
to C grades, including core sub¬ 
jects English and maths. 

Teachers at Kingston schools 
claimed students could have 
achieved even better results and 
many joined the national cam¬ 
paign by teaching unions, 
which sparked the Ofqual 
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inquiry. 

Headteacher of Tolworth 
Girls’ School Siobhan Lowe said 
she was considering legal ac¬ 
tion after pupils sitting the En¬ 
glish exam in June 
were marked more harshly 
than pupils who took it in 
January. 

She said: “We are devastated 
for our students who are taught 
by outstanding teachers, who 
teach what we are told to teach 
by the Government - after all it 
is a national curriculum. 

“I do believe education is a po¬ 
litical football and every year 
we have an inquiry into our re¬ 
sults with actions foisted upon 
on us by idiots who have no 
knowledge of education. 

“We professionals want the 
very best education for our stu¬ 
dents but Ofsted and [Education 
Secretary] Michael Gove set the 
parameters, we obviously have 
to react. 

“Why can’t we celebrate our 
successes and cheer on our 
young people rather than con¬ 
stantly undermine them. Our 
young people are really amaz¬ 


ing individuals who deserve the 
medals not the wooden spoon.” 

The Association of School and 
College Leaders (ASCL), which 
represents most secondary 
headteachers, was also reported 
to be considering legal action 
against exam boards over the 
grading system. 

ASCL general secretary Brian 
Lightman said: “For the sake of 
the young people whose futures 
have been put at risk, through 
no fault of their own, this must 
be dealt with urgently.” 

General secretary of the Na¬ 
tional Association of Head¬ 
teachers Russell Hobby wrote to 
Mr Gove demanding urgent ac¬ 
tion. 

Ofqual chief regulator Glenys 
Stacey said: “We will look close¬ 
ly at how the results were ar¬ 
rived at. We will do this quickly, 
but thoroughly, so that we en¬ 
sure confidence is maintained 
in our examinations system.” 

Ms Stacey said she expected to 
gather evidence over the next 
week and that Ofqual would 
then meet awarding bodies to

'Moving the goalposts’ 
with marking changes 


The row over GCSE results was 
somewhat lost on the hundreds 
of excited schoolchildren who 
got their GCSE results last week. 

Teachers were less pleased, 
however, after a series of excel¬ 
lent results were marred by 
the changes to English exam 
marking. 

Rob Niedermaier-Reed, princi¬ 
pal at Chessington Community 
College, said: “I worry whenever 
it seems the politicians might be 
meddling, the politics should be 
kept out of it. 

“I have always found it insult¬ 
ing to the young people when 
politicians tell them that all 
their hard work, and the sugges¬ 
tion somehow that in previous 
years, didn’t deserve the grades 
they got.” 

Headteacher of Tolworth Girls’ 
School Siobhan Lowe described 
the Government’s behaviour as a 


“shameful attempt to gerryman¬ 
der results”. 

The school saw the percentage 
of A* to C grades drop slightly. 

Teachers at schools claimed 
students could have had even 
better results, especially in En¬ 
glish exams where marking 
changes were under way. 

Mrs Lowe said: “Our students 
worked incredibly hard, as did 
their teachers and deserve all of 
their success. 

“When you think of those girls 
today who have worked so hard 
collecting their results, it’s not 
fair. 

“We are really lucky but our 
results could have been even 
better.” 

Mrs Lowe said teachers and 
students were upset and 
demoralised. 

Head of English at Coombe 
Girls’ School Katie Corkhill said 


tougher marking was political 
and unfair on this year’s pupils, 
some of whom will have to wait 
another year to get on to A-level 
courses. 

She said: “It is totally unfair. 
The goalposts have been 
changed for political reasons 
that have nothing to do with 
these kids yet they will suffer.” 

Hollyfield pupil Jaques 
Kitenge, 16, from Kingston, said 
hard marking in his English 
exam had scuppered plans to go 
to his first choice college. 

The 16-year-old, who wants to 
be a journalist, said he may have 
to retake to get on his chosen A- 
levels. 

He said: “I needed a B and I 
got a C. Both my colleges, Rich¬ 
mond and Esher, said I needed a 
B. This means it could prove dif¬ 
ficult to study the course I 
want.”

Pensioners may put themselves in dan¬ 
ger this winter rather than turn on their 
heating and face rising bills, campaign¬ 
ers have warned. 

People in one-bedroom flats in Mading- 
ley, on the Cambridge Road estate, said 
they were worried heating costs would 
rise when the communal gas supply sys¬ 
tem is replaced and monthly capped gas 
bills stop. 

Each flat will have a gas meter in¬ 
stalled, along with new radiators and 
boilers, which Kingston Council said 
would reduce bills. 

But Shirley Costa, 76, who lives on the 
10th floor of the Cambridge Road estate 
tower, was not convinced. 

The grandmother-of-six said: “You 
often read stories in the paper about 
OAPs who cannot afford to put their 
heating on. 

“I’m one of those people that feels the 
cold terribly. I’ll be honest, I’ll be scared 
to put it on. One main fear is I don’t 
know how much it will cost.” 

A Kingston Council spokeswoman 
said: “The one-bedroom properties did 
not have individual meters, but were 
charged through the rent. 

“The cost of the gas was therefore 
pooled, meaning residents had no incen¬ 
tive to limit their heating use or those 
that kept their property cooler were

effectively subsidising those who did 
not. This is not equitable or energy 
efficient.” 

She said people would have a choice of 
pre-paid meters or quarterly bills. 

Jill Preston, of the Cambridge Road 
Estate Community Group, asked who 
would pay the VAT on gas after the 
changeover. Before that, the council ab¬ 
sorbed the cost. 

A spokeswoman for campaign group 
Consumer Focus said the council should 
make sure people know about help they 
are entitled to if they were worried 
about energy bills.

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Man who took woman 
hostage goes missing

A violent man jailed after attack¬ 
ing a woman and holding her 
hostage in a wood has gone 
missing. 

Shaun Bedward is wanted on re¬ 
call to prison after breaching his 
licence conditions. 

He was sentenced at Kingston 
Crown Court in March to 18 
months behind bars for false 
imprisonment. 

Bedward lured a woman he be¬ 
friended down a dark country lane 
after telling her he wanted to give 
her money, old medals and poems. 

He had been living in a tent in 
Chessington woods. 

But when she became scared 
Bedward began shouting and 
grabbed his victim by the wrists, 
pushed her to the ground and held 
her down with his body during 
the incident in November last 
year. 

She escaped and police used CS 
gas to capture Bedward, who was 
sitting on a bridge near the A3. 

When police searched his tent 
they found a book about serial 
killers.

Both Hydro Properties and 
the objectors want the same 
thing for the filter beds: a well 
managed nature reserve with 
public access. How this is 
achieved is the nub of the 
matter. 

At present there is no public 
access. Hydro Property’s plan 
is that the site will be open 
from dawn to dusk with suit¬ 
able management. 

Various nature conservation 
societies are rightly objecting 
to the development largely on 
the basis that the colony of 
daubentons bats would be put 
at risk. 

There has been an ecologi¬ 
cal survey in progress over 
the past year that will be pre¬ 
sented to the council. 

The only way the developers 
can hope to gain planning per¬ 
mission is if the ecological 
problems are fully addressed 
and the environment en¬ 
hanced for wildlife. 

For the bats the lighting lev¬ 
els need to be controlled to 
prevent disturbance of the 
colony. 

Experts have been appoint¬ 
ed and plans are in hand. 
But one of the most pressing 
problems that bats are en¬ 
countering today is the lack of 
food. 

The site is degrading as 
broom scrub is overwhelming 


the once floriferous chalk 
grassland banks. Proper man¬ 
agement can restore these, 
more flowers, more insects, 
happier bats. 

If the planning process finds 
the proposals environmental¬ 
ly and ecologically acceptable 
the Wildlife and Wetlands 
Trust is willing to design and 
manage the site. 

And having seen the success 
at Barnes, teeming with wild¬ 
fowl and dragonflies among 
banks of wild flowers, it 
would be a most wonderful 
addition to our local area. 
What could be better? 

It is absolutely in the inter¬ 
est of Hydro Property that 
this scheme delivers a well 
managed nature reserve 
for public education and 
enjoyment. 

Its scheme is the only finan¬ 
cially viable way forward to 
produce the nature reserve 
for which all parties wish. 

It is sad that the issue has 
become so contentious. 

If only the objectors and 
developers could work togeth¬ 
er we would all benefit - the 
children, the birds and the 
bats.

SNEAK A PEEK 



The driving force behind a 
festival granting public 
access to the borough’s his¬ 
toric treasures has urged 
residents to take advantage of 
an annual opportunity to see 
what lurks behind Kingston’s 
closed doors, writes Clare 
Buchanan. 

Heritage Open Days 
launched in 1994 to celebrate 
England’s architecture and 
culture by offering free entry 
to venues not normally open 
to the public or which nor¬ 
mally charge for entry. 

The Kingston Society took 
over the voluntary event 10 
years ago and chairwoman 


Jennifer Butterworth said, 
with six new venues in the 
borough this year, this was 
one not to be missed. 

She said: “It’s a really good 
opportunity for an interest¬ 
ing day out in Kingston for 
families without being too 
expensive. 

“There are some very inter¬ 
esting things. Some people 
have lived here for years and 
don’t know about them.” 

In Kingston 31 buildings 
will open their doors to the 
public across three days, 
giving unrivalled access to 
explore behind the scenes in 
the town. 


Unlike the Open Door 
scheme, which looks at archi¬ 
tectural qualities of build¬ 
ings, the Heritage Open Day 
focuses on the social interest 
of venues. 

Mrs Butterworth said the 
scheme included a variety of 
buildings and venues appeal¬ 
ing to a wide audience, with 
past entries including a 
nightclub. 

She said: “If you judge 
buildings by social interest 
it’s a completely different ball 
game. 

“The architects were abso¬ 
lutely appalled about it [the 
nightclub] but if you were a 




mother of teenagers who 
went out clubbing you would 
be very interested to see the 
inside of the club.” 

This year’s venues include 
Cleave’s Almshouses, in Old 
London Road, Hillcroft Col¬ 
lege, in Surbiton, Kingston 
and Surbiton District Syna¬ 
gogue, and Coombe Conduit.

Seething Wells Waterworks, 
Barnfield Youth and Commu¬ 
nity Centre, a mystery pri¬ 
vate house and art collection 
and Thames Sailing Club.

Make sure you know your 
responsibilities if renting 

A new survey reveals that the num¬ 
ber of private rented households in 
England has increased from two 
million in 1999 to 3.62 million (17 
per cent) in 2010-11, while the num¬ 
ber of owner-occupied homes 
dropped. 

As the number of tenants soars, 
the Association of Residential Let¬ 
tings Agents (ARLA) advises that 
the new generation of renters 
should make sure they understand 
their responsibilities. 

Ian Potter, managing director at 
ARLA, said: “Renting a property of¬ 
fers a great level of freedom, but 
this does come with associated re¬ 
sponsibilities and in some cases, li¬ 
abilities - even though someone 
else owns the property. 

“If these terms are understood, a 
tenant can enjoy their rental home 
without worrying about unneces¬ 
sary disputes arising when they de¬ 
cide to move out. 

“As some responsibilities are dif¬ 
ferent from home to home, I would 
always recommend checking 
through a tenancy agreement with 
a legal expert. This will ensure all

obligations are understood, and ul¬ 
timately, fulfilled by both parties.” 

ARLA has the following tips: 

Contents insurance 

While landlords are usually liable 
for insuring the building and any 
furnishings it comes with, tenants 
should take out insurance for their 
own contents. Some insurance 
providers will require detailed in¬ 
formation about the property be¬ 
fore giving a quote, so be sure to 
contact the landlord if you are un¬ 
sure about any questions. 

Last one out 

If all of the tenants will be leaving 
the property vacant for any period 
of time during the tenancy, ensure 
that the last person to leave pre¬ 
pares the house for the unoccupied 
duration. Simple tasks like clearing 
out fridges/freezers, turning off 
electric devices at the wall, and 
turning off the main water supply 
can help prevent problems while 


you’re away. Equally, in the winter 
it may be sensible to leave heating 
on at a low level, to ensure pipes do 
not freeze. 

It is worth noting that many ten¬ 
ancy agreements stipulate that you 
must notify the landlord if all occu¬ 
pants will be away for longer than a 
certain period of time. 

Looking after your rental prop¬ 
erty 

It is a tenant’s responsibility to 
look after the fittings and fixtures 
of a rental property. While reason¬ 
able wear and tear is to be expect¬ 
ed, it is important to inform the 
landlord immediately if any dam¬ 
age, accidental or otherwise, does 
occur. 

Having a detailed inventory can 
help with the resolution of any is¬ 
sues around damage or missing 
items at the end of the rental peri¬ 
od. If you are worried about any as¬ 
pect of a tenancy, seek advice from 
a lettings agent affiliated to a pro¬ 
fessional organisation like ARLA. 
All ARLA licensed agents must ad¬ 
here to a strict code of conduct, as 


well as offering client money pro¬ 
tection and redress schemes, which 
protect all parties if things go 
wrong. 

Get to know your neighbours 

Sharing an emergency contact 
phone number with a neighbour is 
a useful precaution. It is best to give 
more than one number if possible, 
such as your own and that of the 
property’s managing agent, if there 
is one. This will speed up access to 
the property in the event of some¬ 
thing like a pipe leak, where an 
issue in one flat could cause prob¬ 
lems for other homes. 

Move everything out 

On moving out day it is important 
to remember that any items which 
appeared in the property during 
your tenancy must be moved out or 
disposed of. 

If you wish to leave anything in 
the property you must consult with 
the landlord beforehand or they 
may be within their right to charge 
against your deposit for removal 
costs.
